DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed June 13, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious a mount comprising a generally flat and planar diaphragm 
having an enlarged central node and a periphery spaced apart from the central node, the central 
node having a continuous curvature and being disposed generally entirely at a central portion of 
the diaphragm, wherein the central node is in constant contact with the upper orifice plate and in 
contact with the lower orifice plate, and wherein the periphery is spaced apart from at least one 
of the upper or lower orifice plates and free to move between the upper orifice plate and the 
lower orifice plate. The central portion of the diaphragm in Iwashita is designed to flex, whereas 
the diaphragm of Yamamoto et al. is not generally planer and flat.
